At 11:0 a. m. to-day the jury fled into the 
Oriminal Court, accompanied by Assistant 
A Jesse McDonald, and 
took seats in the jury- box. 

Judge Edmunds was listening to an argu- 
ment in a case before the court, and as soon 
as the argument was completed the Judge 
turned towards the Grand-jury. Mr. McDon- 
ald stood up, and addressing the court stated 
that the Grand-jury wished to make Its final 
5 rt. Foreman Gikerson arose from 

chair and advanced to the 
Juda, es bench and presented a 
bundle of papers tothe court without mak- 
ing any remarks. Judge Edmunds, after 
looking over the papers, turned to the mem- 
bers of the Grand-jufy and in a few words 
thanked them for their service and com- 
mended them forthe result of their work. 
He then discharged them. 

The report of the Grand-jury is the shortest 
that hasever been presented in the Crim- 
inal Court. Evidently the jury which was 
discharged to-day resolved to depart from 
the custom of Grand-juries,and speak rather 
dy acts than by long-winded reports. The 
report is as follows:

A Decision in Their Favor in the Incan-

AFFECTING SCENE IN THE COURT-ROOM 
AT PITTSBURG. 


The Frosecution Disheartened—The Ac- 
cused Will Apply for Release on Bail 
in Other Oases— A Shrewd Friend of 
Sir John Macdonald’s Takes in Chicago 
Capitalists But Gets Taxen In—Crimes. 


_ PrrTspure, Fa., Feb. 18.—After having 

been out all night the jury in the murder 
ease against Hugh O'Donnell brought in a 
verdict of not guilty. He was accused of be- 
ingan active participant in the Homestead 
(Fa.) riot, during which T. J. Oonnors, a 
Pinkerton detective, received the wound 
which cost him his life. The detective, with 
others, was attempting to land from a barge 
to enter the works of the Carnegie Steel Co. 
O'Donnell was with the locked-out [workmen 
who gave battle to the detectives. 

When court opened this morning the room 
was again crowded with the friends and 
sympathizers of the defendant, who were 
anxious to hear the verdict. Among those in 
court were Mrs. O’Donnell, William Gaches, 
Secretary of the Advisory Board, Hugh Ross 
and ex-Burgess McLuckie. 

Hugh O'Donnell when brought into court 
was a trifie paler than usual, and he scanned 
the faces ofthe jurors rather anxiously as 
they filed in, but they were expressionless. 
He was ordered to stand up and the verdict 
was read. As he heard the words, “not 
guilty,’’ a wave of color spread over his face, 
his eyes became dimmed for a moment and 
he tottered as though about to fall. Recov- 
ering himself O’Donnell stepped from the 
prisoner’s box to his wife and niece, whom 
he embraced while tears of thankfulness 
filled their eyes. 

The Homsteaders present were all greatly 
pleased with the verdict, and the attorneys 
forthe Commonwealth correspondingly de- 
pressed, for they had expected a man- 
slaughter conviction. Hugh O’Donnell was 
taken back to jailand an aplpication for bail 
in other cases against him will be made. 

This ends the Homestead trials until the 
March term of court. It is possible that all 
the other cases may go over until the June 
term of court, and the Homestead men now 
in jail will be admitted to ball. District At- 
torney Clarence Burleigh said yesterday that 
unless there is an additional judge furnished 
for the license court the March term of the 
Criminal Court win be devoted to clearing 
the jail.

A CUTE CANADIAN. 


HE TAKES IN 60ME CHICAGO CAPITALISTS 
NEATLY, 


CHICAGO, III., Feb. 18.—Thomas Steers, a 
gray-bearded old man, is locked up here 
charged with obtaining money under false 
pretenses. He was arrested on a Warrant 
sworn out by Herman E. Dick, Vice-Presi- 
dent ofthe A. B. Dick Co., manufacturers’ 
agents at 154 Lake street. 

Jam a sucker,’’ said Mr. Dick, and 1 
frankly admit it. Back in April, 1891, a 
friend of mine introduced me toa man named 
Thomas Steers. Steers was apparently about 
60 years old. He wore an iron-gray mous- 
tache and a fashionable suit of clothes, and 
was a man Of fine address. Mr. Steers hada 
scheme and he proceeded to take me in on 
the ground floor. He stated that he was the 
surveyor of the Northwest Territory in 
Canada and that for years he 
had been in the employ of the 
Canadian Government. While in pursuit ot 
his duties he had discovered a huge tract of 
standing pine situated in the northwest part 
of the Province of Ontario. It comprised 
fifty-nine square miles of territory and he 
estimated that the standing pine would yield 
12,000,000,000 feet of lumber. Of course it 
would excite suspicion if ne should file an 
application for the land. He wanted to find 
Chicago capitalists who would go in with 
him on the deal. I asked for references. He 
gave the name of Sir John A. MacDonald, then 
Premier of Canada, among others. 

**I telegraphed Sir John, and he replied 
that he had not seen Steers for years, but 
that he was believed to be a man of integrity 
and good professional standing. On the 
strength of this indorsement I introduced 
Steers toa party of Chicago capitalists. This 
was rendered necessary by the fact that it 
would ultimately require $100,000 to handle 
the project. Steers impressed us all by his 
bearing. After the necessary preliminaries 
had been arranged, it was agreed that a 
company with $200,000 capital should be 
formed. Meanwhile A. B. Dick and myself, 
as trustees, entered into a contract with 
Steers. He was to go back to Canada and 
carefully look over the land, and we were to 
advance his expenses. We advanced Steers 
some money and he went to Toronto. He 
suddenly stopped writing,and getting uneasy 
I went to Canada on a tour of inspection. 
I found that Steers had been living in great 
style in Toronto on our money, and that no 
such pine lands as he described existed. Sir 
John MacDonald explained that the man he 
had recommended was the father of the pres- 
ent Thomas Steers. I have been waiting for 
Thomas Steers to show up where I could lay 
my hands on him. I have carefully pre- 
served all the contracts and other documents 
relating to the case and have patiently bided 
my time. Patience is at last rewarded.’’

Argentina’s Rebels Refuse to Submit to 
the Government and Are Suffering for 
It—Saita Ripe for a Revolt—South 
American News Notes—A Splendid 
Gift to the Pope. 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Feb. 18.—The sup- 
porters of Gov. Castilho have been defeated 
in battle. Castilho was sent by the Brazilian 
Government to rule the Province of, Rio 
Grande do Sul, which adjoins Uruguay. The 
provincials did not like him and ordered him 
to return to Rio de Janiero. He found a fol- 
lowing, however, and being supported by 
troops sent down from the North has main- 
tained his government. 

The people of Rio Grande do Sul want to be 
either independent of Brazil or to be united 
with Uruguay. As they are geographically 
and by customs and prejudices separated 
from Brazil political union cannot last long. 
Their sympathizers in Montevideo have been 
informed that Gen. Saraivi!, who commanded 
the Federal troops, gave the Castilhistas 
battle not far from the Uruguayan border and 
gained the most decisive advantage which 
has yet been obtained. Many soldiers who 
have been fighting for the Castilhistas cause 
deserted after the battle and joined the 
forces of the Federalists. The latter now 
announce that they will march against Porto 
Alegre, the capital, and that the revolution 
will not end until Castilho is ousted from the 
governorship and expelled from the 
country. There is nothing in 
the way of success for which 
they do not now hope, but their hopes may 
be shattered by the intervention of the gen- 
eral government of Brazil. In that event 
Castilho will undoubtedly be sustained. If 
the general government should remain neu- 
tral, however, the Federals feel confident 
they will succeed. That they are getting 
more active is shown by the fact that a 
Uruguayan gunboat to-day seized a schooner 
loaded with rifles andcartridges. The arms 
had been procured in Uruguay by Federal 
agents, and were seized because their ship- 
ment was a violation of the neutrality laws. 

It is reported that a large body of Federals 
have crossed the Uruguayan border into Rio 
Grande do Sul; that Gen. Tavares, with 6,000 
men, bas invaded the southern part of the 
State, while Gen. Saraiva, who recently 
gained the great victory, is marching 
through the interior. News of heavy fght- 
ing may be expected at any time, 


4 GIFT FOR THE POPE. 


Municu, Feb. 18.—Among the many gifts 
that will be presented to the Pope on the oc- 
casion of the Episcopal jubiles, it is doubted | 
any vm de handsomer than the presents 
trom Prince Luitpold regent OY Ru vurin. THe 
gift consists ofa model of the column of St. 
Mary's, which stands inthe Marien Piatz, in 
the center of old Munich. This column was 
executed im 1838 by Elector Maximilian I. to 
commemorate the victory onthe Weisseberg. 
Enthroned on the column isthe virgin; the 
tutelary saint of Bavaria; tour angels at tne 
corners contend against a viper, a basilisk, a 
lion and a dragon—representing plague, war, 
famine and history. 

The model is five feet in height. The 
statues of the Virgin and the handles are 
wroughtin gold. The crown on the head of 
the Virgin is set with diamonds, while the 
pedestal of the column is set with rubies, 
sapphires and emeralds. Altogether 400 dia · 
monds were used in the making of the gift. 


ARGENTINA’S REVOLUTIONISTS. 


CORRIENTES, Argentina, Feb. 18. — The 
citizens who were recently in revolt 
are being harassed daily by the 
Federal troops of Argentina. There are 
many cases where extreme cruelties have 
been inflicted. The Federal Government has 
sent word from Buenos Ayres that the op- 
pressions will be discontinued if revolution- 
ists will disarm, but the rebels declare stoutly 
that they will not lay aside their guns until 
they are guaranteed protection from the 
vengeance which Gov. Kuls will attempt to 
wreak should he get them in his power. 

Discontent seems to be spreading to all 
parts of Argentina. The troubles in Cor- 
rientes which have so long occupied the at- 
tention of the authorities in Buenos Ayres, 
are being supplemented by exhibitions of 
disquiet in other sections. 

A dispatch from Salta, the capital of the 
Argentine province of that name, says thata 
combination has been formed by the leading 
men which has for its object the ousting of 
the governors of those provinces. These are 
rich provinces and there isaspirit of inde- 
pendence among the people. They will not 
long submit to oppression and should there 
be occasion for it they would not hesitate to 
start a revolution. 

It was in Tucuman that the independence 
of Argentina from Spain was first promul- 
gated in 1816, and in the capital of that prov- 
ince the first congress was held. Should a 
revolution break out there it would prove 
far more serious than any which the govern. 
ment of Argentina has had to deal with in 
recent years. . 


CHILIAN AFFAIRS. ‘ 


VaLPARarso, Chill, Feb. 18.—The Chilian 
Minister of Marine, Admiral Castilho, an- 
nounces that a captain and lieutenant of the 
Chilian navy will be sent to Arequipa to ob- 
serve the solar eclipse of the sun in connec- 
tion with the American observers.

Now that Noonan has signed Cou ne 

bill No. D, which he did yesterday, the con- 
struction of an electric road along Grand 
avenue, from the northern to the southern 
limits of the city, seemsa matter of the very 
near future. The bill grants 
a franchise to the Grand Avenue Railway Co. 
to construct a double-track railroad over ten 
and a half miles of streetway, and authorizes 
one of the greatest improvements in the way 
of railroad construction now in contempla- 
tion. At present there is no adequate 
means of up-town travel between North and 
South St. Louis, the Jefferson avenue road, 
operated by mule power, being the only line 
in operation, and it covers only a portion of 
the distance, 

The bill has been before the Assembly for 
eight months, though in the end it passed the 
two houses with only two dissenting votes. 

Its promoters were men of wealth and 
prominence, most of whom were personally 
interested in getting some means of trans- 
portation to and from their residences. It 
had the backing of millionaires, small pi op- 
erty owners and mechanical operatives allke, 
and over 650,000 front feet of property 
Was represented by the petitioners for the 
franchise. Last Tuesday Mayor Noonan vas 
waited upon by 100 of the prominent ani! in- 
fluential men of the city and asked to HX 
his signature to the bill. He said it was the 
most representative body of men that had 
ever applied te him for his official sanction 
to any Measure. ö

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THE WATER SUPPLY QUESTION. 


Before the Council acts upon the 
Mayor’s recommendation for the build- 
ing of temporary pumps at Chain of 
Rocks it should enter into a careful in- 
vestigation of all possible plans by which 
the purity of our water supply may be se- 
cured. The shortness of the time in 
which to guard against the consequences 
of impure water during the approaching 
summer is the strongest reason for pru- 
dent deliberation to avoid a blunder 
which, under the circumstances, would 
be irreparable and disastrous. 

The costliness of any work to the 
desired end is a small matter as 
compared with the essential points of 
speed and efficiency, and the cost should 
be considered only as a determining factor 
as between two plans otherwise of equal 
value. There are strong objections to the 
plan recommended, one at least of which 
should relegate it to the place of last 
resort. It is admitted that the summer 
will be half gone before the temporary 
pumps will be in working order, and any 
danger we are to fear from a plague visita- 
tion is likely to come previous to that time. 
Its costliness is therefore an added objec- 
tion to others of greater moment. 

On the other hand a plan was suggested 
in yesterday’s Post-DisPpatcH which ap- 
pears to meet all the requirements of the 
situation. It was indorsed at first glance 
by such eminent authority as Col. Flad, 
ex-President of the B. P. I., and Mr. Mc- 
Math, ex-Sewer Commissioner. It has 
the merit of cheapness, the cost being 
roughly estimated by these gentlemen 
between $20,000 and $30,000. 

This plan contemplates the diversion of 

the sewage polluting the present water 
supply through Harlem Creek and the 
Prairie avenue sewer into the Ferry street 
sewer and emptying it into the river below 
Bissell’s Point. The details of it have not 
been perfected, but it appears to be a 
cheap, rapid and efficient mode of meeting 
the emergency. It is worthy the earnest 
consideration of the city authorities. 
The illness of Water Commissioner Hol- 
man deprives the city in a large measure 
of his services in counsel and practical 
work. The best expert advice should be 
sought and the decision should be reached 
with careful dpliberation. When once 
reached neither energy nor money should 
be spared to speedily execute it.

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THE PRICE OF LIFE. 


The bill now before the Illinois Legis- 
lature, repealing the $5,000 limitin dam- 
age suits for loss of life, should be dupli- 
cated in the Missouri Legislature. 
In cases of bodily injury the jury is per- 
mitted to fix the amount of damages, which 
is ascertained by the loss of earning power 
sustained. A man engaged in many 
and large enterprises temporarily 
disabled by a slight accident can 
recover without limit full compensa- 
tion for the- provable impairment 
of his revenue. The 3 such à man 
suffers no harm from such an accident 
which does not involve any restriction of 
living expenses. Yet his earnings being 
cut off during disability the law provides 
ample protection to his income which 
often costs the railway or other company 
in fault many times the * ot a common 
man’s life. | 

Where a man is killed in a railroad acci- 
dent the liability for damages is limited to 
$6,000, which, according to the insurance 
tables, is the average man’s earnings in a 
lifetime, So the law makes it cheaper for 
a railroad to kill men than to cripple them, 

Under this sort of legislation the pros- 
perous business man who can prove a loss 
of $25,000, or evén §50,000, from a tempo- 
rary disability may get judgment for his 
full loss from a railroad, while the law 
fixes $5,000 as the full amount of compen- 
sation to which his family shall be entitled 
for the total extinction of his earning 
capacity. *

mockery of justice and a tata to any 
legislature. 

When railway companies are made to 
understand hat human life is not the 
cheapest thing in the market there will be 
fewer accidents. As the law stands it is 
cheaper to pay for an ocoasional life lost 
than to incur the expense of proper safe- 
guards. A corporation which is said to 
have no soul has a conscience in its treas- 
ury which becomes very lively when 


damages in each particular case it will 
result not only in raising the amount toa 
just figure, but will make prevention less 
costly than er accidents. 


souND REFORMS. 

The Deering dramshop bill, which was 
defeated in the House, was doomedjto that 
fate because its good features were loaded 
down with petty provisions inserted at the 
behest of extremists and interfering with 
the functions of municipal home rule. In 
attempting to meet the views and gain the 
support of temperance coercionists it 
alienated the needed support of others who 
favored its sound and essential measures, 
but who are opposed to sumptuary coer- 
cion and to all attempts to contract the 
domain of local self-government. 

The debate in the House indicates that a 
substantial majority could be brought to- 
gether in support of a fair measure em- 
bodying the best general features of the 
Deering bill. Ifa bill should be drawn up 
limiting State regulation wholly to essén- 
tials in which the State should exert con- 
trol and leaving non-essentials in which 
the people of the locality are chiefly inter- 
ested to local control, it ought to win the 
support of representatives of all shades of 
opinion. 

The amount of municipal tax and the 
regulation of saloons with reference to 
Sunday closing, the hours of closing on 
week days and other purely local matters 
should be left to local option, On the 
other hand, methods of collecting the 
revenue and the amount of State tax, with 
such regulation as concerns the general 
welfare of the people, are matters of State 
concern. 

The defeat of the Deering bill opens the 
way for the introduction of a bill in which 
the needed provision for the establishment 
of Boards of Excise Commissioners and 
other important changes will be instituted 
without undue interference in local affairs. 
The friends of sound reform should get 
together for good legislation on this sub- 
ject. 


THe Philadelphia Times thinks that 
bécause only one murderer in sixty-three 
in the United States is justly pun- 
ished, the public mind is averse 
to the abolition of capital punish- 
ment. This may be true. In one or two 
States capital punishment has been abol- 
ished, and statistics from those States on 
the increase of murder there, as compared 
with the increase elsewhere, would be in- 
teresting. There are some people who 
suppose that many murderers escape the 
gallows because of sentimental juries. If 
these juries comefrom the people and 
represent public sentiment, there must be 
considerable opposition to capital punish- 
ment. There is many an advocate of the 
gallows who weakens when he is put to 
the test on a jury. He, himself, does not 
wish to havea part in a killing of any 
sort.

At the meeting of the Republican Centra! 
Committee this afterhoon the campaign will 
be really opened. The committee will meet 
about 5 o’clock, and it is expected 
to be in session till late. Chairman

his successor w ill be elected. 

Dates of the primaries and convention will 
then be fixed. Democrats will hold theirs on 
March z and s, Thursday and Friday. The 
Republicans think they win consider 
the Democratic nominations Satur- 
Gay and Sunday. and hold. their 
the primaries and cohvention Monday and 
Tuesday. There is only one objection to this 
plan. That is that the Democrats 
may meet in convention Friday and 
adjourn to Wednesday, in that way 
forcing the Republicans to nominate first. 

ASSEMBLY NOMINATIONS IN CONVENTION. 

Another question will be decided by the com- 
mittee this afternoon. This is whether the 
nominations for the House of Delegates shall 
be made by the delegations from the wards 
in convention, or by a vote of the people 
at the primaries. As a rule the 
candidates prefer the plan of running their 
own tickets on the day of the primaries,as the 
Democrats do, but the members of the com- 
mittee, who want to have the primaries go off 
without any fighting, will probably decide to 
have the delegates nominated in the conven- 
tion after the rest ofthe ticket has been put 
in the field. 


Frigidity at Bernheimer Headquarters. 


The Democratic workers who have occa- 
Sion to go to the headquarters of Marcus 
Bernheimer on Olive street complain of the 
coolness of their reception. They say they 


can't get within arms’ jength of Mr. Bern- 
heimer himself, and that they must trans- 
act their business with W. . Me- 
Clain, a Little’ or Douglass

Sometimes there is someone in this 
ante room to receive visitors, and sometimes 
not. If the vis!tor comes to the rooms by ap- 
pointment he has nothing to do but sit down 
and walt. Now and then someone 
comes out of one of the inner 
officers, strolls through the ante-room and 
takes a look at those sitting there. If the 
visitor comes tothe headquarters with no 
particular object, except to visit the can- 
didate and see What sort of a looking man 
he is, he gazes at the exclusive sign on the 
door, gets an impression and takes his de- 
parture. 


Delegate Haggerty’s Troubles. 


Delegate James Haggerty of the Second is 
on pins and needles these days. He walks 
a bout the granite streets of the ward with 
worried face and every vote he casts in the 
House costs him a tremendous mental strug- 
gle. He is engaged in that most exhausting 
process of thought, the effort to foresee what 
will happen, which metaphysicians 
agree is a severe strain on the 
mina. Delegate Haggerty fears that the 
election of somebody else to his seat will 
happen in April. James Daneir, the saloon- 
keeper, is a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination in the ward, and the politicians 
think he will getit.
